Here are some' of their observations, 
as reported to the Chicago Motor Club: 

American men, on the whole, are skillful, disci- 
plined and patient drivers, but American women out- 
strip them in all three departments. 

Drivers In the United States have too many signs, 
signals and speed limits to put up with. In Europe, 
drivers are more on their own and have a chance 
to adjust their driving and speed to road conditions, 
instead of fixed laws. 

A traffic official, from" the Netherlands thought 
American drivers '''exceptionally orderly," but a lit- 
tle on the stupid side mechanically. 

The experts agreed that our drivers are usually 
i. considerate of pedestrians, but have a habit of rac- 
ing towards a crosswalk and then slamming on the 
brakes at the last minute. This, they said, frightens 
pedestrians and would be considered bad manners In 
Europe. 

They also thought we bunch too close to- 
gether on highways, which results in much more 
stopping than in Europe. Of course, we have more 
cars than Europe has, too. 

Some of the foreign experts said they were so 
confused by the number and variety of our road 
signs that they lost hours, backtracking to read signs 
that they had missed. Sometimes, the' signs turned 
out to be billboards.

Economic Highlights 

A single common word, survival, covers the most 
awesome problem that this nation has ever faced. 
It is almost impossible to visualize the .destructive 
power of the weapons that exist today, and the even 
more terrible ones that will probably come into 
existence in the relatively near future. 



A vast literature has been written on what .we 
must do If we are to continue to exist as a nation. 
A very distinguished authority, Charles A, Lindbergh, 
makes an impressive contribution to it in a',' brief 
article appearing in the Saturday Evening Post otf 
July 17th, entitled "Our Best Chance to Survive." 

General Lindbergh begins by pointing out that, 
in atomic war,«m initial attack made without jyarh- 
ing could kill millions and destroy all .the great cities. 
Thus, unless the 1 - nation possessed military forces 
which wore both' extensively decentralized as -well 
as extraordinarily powerful, its ability to retaliate in 
kind might .be destroyed too. He writes, "The hy. 
drogen bomb and the supersonic missile have elim- 
inated defensive security on the surface of the earth. 
The most elaborate defensive network we, can devise 
would intercept only, a fraction of modern enemy 
aircraft launched^ In a determined attack on this 
country, Atomic bombs can also be delivered by 
submarines, ships or saboteurs,- and one bomb will 
elfminate one city." 

' Here General Lindbergh observes that to strike 
without" warning is against our, traditions. "So, Of 
course, is' capitulation.' The one alternative Uj'vaat 
military' strength: "We must maintain an Inexpung- 
nable means of retaliation — a method of. delivering 
bur bombs In the event a surprise attack is made upon 
this country, and l after we have absorbed the first 
terrific blow." ■' 

This means, he goes on, tha\[we must have great 
numbers of air bases, • so' many . that our retaliatory 
power could not be* paralyzed in that' initial enemy 
attack, no matter how , great J its scale. It -further 
means "research, development and industrial-de- 
centralization programs that will 'improve the ef- 
fectiveness of our future weapons and reduce our 
vulnerability." So far as possible, he believes, im- 
portant war establishments of all kinds should -be 
located outside the major target areas. 

General Lindbergh also emphasizes the human 
element In the military forces. In this element,* he 
writes, "lies an extraordinary opportunity to increase 
our power and reduce our costs . . . Our ingenuity 
in the use of man has not kept pace with our In- 
genuity In the use of the machines man manufac- 
tures. Economy itself demands that . . . long years 
of expensive training should be followed by oppor- 
tunities, pay and conditions which encourage people 
to remain in the careers they were trained "for." 

Finally, General Lindbergh advocates " a pro- 
digious Air Force, a strong Army, a strong Navy 
and strong allies," The task is a formidable one, 
but he is convinced that it is within out capabilities, 
and that it is absolutely essential to survival. To 
quote him once again, "As long as a dangerous enemy 
exists, our security will lie in the indestructible 
power to destroy."

.• WASHINGTON— The ipot whore 
• George Washington commanded 
400 soldiers in a desperate battle 
with 600 French and 100 Indiana 
is being reconstructed exactly »i'.,_. 
it was that fateful day ot July 3,' ' 
1754, according to -the National 
Park Service, which announced > 
further restoration ot Fort Neces- 
sity, 11 miles cast of TJniontown, 
Pennsylvania. ' .J 

Washington was only 23 when 
he and the Colonial expedition ' 
against the French built Fart Ne- 
cessity primarily as a food and 
ammunition depot. On May 28. 
.1754, he had defeated a small 
force of French soldiers in a sur- 
prise attack near the Great Mead- 
ows, Of those not killed in the 
■encounter, .one Frenchman man- 
aged to escape capture and car* 
Tied the news . back to Fort Du- 
•quesne, then .the French base on 
the 1 Ohio Blver, where Pittsburgh , 
is now situated. 

Washington had to turn back 
when' be was warned that the 
"French, aided by many Indians, 
*were out to avenge the defeat. 
"Unable to .reach the safety ot the 
frontier fort at Cumberland, 
Maryland. Washington and his 
men, entrenched and fortified 
themselves at Fort Necessity 
where they were surrounded by 
the larger force on July 3, 1754, 
and fought a desperate battle in 
the rain from 11 a.m. until even- 
ing. Negotiation for a surrender 
continued until near midnight, 
when Washington agreed to capit- 
ulate. The Colonials withdrew 
with the honors of war. carrying 
their arms and baggage and sur- 
rendering nine swivel guns. It Is 
curious to reflect that the sur- 
render of the fort took place on 
July 4. 



Many Universities 
Own, Fly Airplanes 

CHICAGO— Colleges and univer- 
sities In eleven states of this coun- 
try own and operate a total of 111 
airplanes, according to a survey 
completed by the Aircraft Indus- 
tries Association. 

And two of the schools, the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi and the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, hold the dis- 
tinction of being the only mem- 
bers of the nation's school system 
to own helicopters! 

Forty-seven states and the Terri- 
tory of Hawaii participated In the 
survey which was conducted to 

determine the type and amount 
of aviation education available 
through normal education chan- 
nels. 

Of the 111 airplanes owned by 
these schools, all but six of them 
.are single engine utility planes 
which carry from two to five pas- 
sengers. The others are twin engine 
aircraft', three of which fall into 
the transport category and carry 
over 10 passengers. 

Logging almost 14,000 hours In 
the air each year, these planes 
perform Just about every type of 
job familiar to utility aircraft, 
ranging from actual airline pilot 
training to aerial application' on 
school farm lands and aerial map- 
ping and photogrammctry. 



Best Educated Age: 
Thanks to Qt Bill 

WASHINGTON— The G.I. Bill of 
Rights, which celebrated Its 10th 
birthday In June, has produced the 
best-educated generation in the na- 
tion's history. 

The Veterans Administration re- 
ports that upwards of 7,800,000 
World War II veterans — more 
than half of all who served during 
the war — received education or 
training under the bill in the past 
10 years. 

Of this total. 2,200,000 attended 
colleges or universities; 3,500,000 
went to schools below college 
level; 1,400,000 took on-the-job 
training; and 700,000 took on-the- 
farm training. 

The below - college level group 
Included some 150,000 who were 
given a chance to learn to read 
una write, the V.A. said.

NEW ORLEANS— Ben Lloyd. 48- 
year-old New Orleans bachelor, 
decided ten years ago that he'd 
like to sec all of the streets In his 
home town.

Big Insurance 
Gains iir War, T 
Post-War Years 

NEW YORK— The gains In life 
Insurance protection, owned by. 
America's families In the twelve 
years Including World War II and 
the poil-war readjustment period 
are strikingly shown In the new 
Life Insurance Fact Book Issued 
by the Institute 'ot Life Insurance. 

In these yean, aggregate life 
insurance protection ^ rose from 
$122,159,000,000 to $304,250,000,000 
it the start of this year with the 
nation's 800 life companies, an In- 
crease of 149 per cent. In the years 
since 1941, the number of life In- 
ju ranee companies has Increased 
by more than 300. 

Every state showed a gain In. 
lite insurance ownership, but In 
three states, Arizona, New Mexico 
and' Florida, the increases were 
well over 300 per cent. Smallest 
percentage Increases were in Mas- 
sachusetts and New York, where 
insurance, In force doubled In the 
period. 

During 1953, American families 
bought a record $39,4B8,0O0,O00 of 
new life insurance and Increased 
their aggregate holdings of such 
protection* by $27,688,000,000. 

A survey reported in the book 
shows that last year 70 per cent 
ot all U.S. families owned some 
type of life Insurance — 7 per cent 
of the insured families put 10 per 
cent or more of their disposable 
Income Into life Insurance premi- 
ums. In the $5,000 to $7,499 income 
group it was found that 93 per 
cent were owners of life insur- 
ance. 



Man's Maximum 
Life Span Puzzler 

WASHINGTON — The United 
States today has 4,500 citizens 100 
years old or over, bolstering the 
belief that man is the longest-' 
lived mammal on earth. 

Perhaps one or more of these 
people will eventually supply the 
answer to a problem that has so 
far defied an exact answer: Just 
what is the maximum life span of 
man? 

The Bible mentions that Methus- 
elah lived 909 years, an age open 
to various Interpretations. In more 
recent years, age claims have run 
all the way to 148 (a Javanese),. 
160 (the Turk, Zaro Agha), 170 
(Baba Harlanslngh, of India), and 
180 for an unidentified Russian 
woman. 

Some Americans have counted 
their years well above 10Q. A Dane, 

Christen Jatobsen' Drakenberg, 
was said to have married at 111 
and lived to 145. Thomas Parr 
(Old Parr) a Stropshlre lad, died 
in the reign ot Charles I, at a 
reputed 152. 

The 1940 U. S. census reported 
410 persons 109 years old and over, 
Eight states listed no one In that 
category: Wyoming, Maine, Mon- 
tana, South Dakota, Rhode Island, 
Vermont. New Hampshire and Ne- 
vada. Ail Southern states had 
large numbers: Mississippi, 40; 
Alabama, 41; and Texas, 51,

WASHINGTON — A Panamani- 
an spider completely." envelopes 
native Indian' houses with a golden 
gossamer which Is completely In- 
flect proof. The strange vestment 
has been described by a director 
of the Smithsonian Institution who 
encountered H among the Guaymi 
Indians of Panama, near the bor- 
der of Costa Rica, 

JLilerally hundreds of spiders 
combine to spin their webs around 
a native house of considerable di- 
mensions. Eventually the webs 
form an almost continuous fabric 
in which the spiders lurk to trap 
any unsuspecting Insect which ap- 
proaches. The Indians naturally 
welcome the spinners, for other- 
wise "bugs" might be an extreme 
nuisance, especially in the rainy 
season. Only the doorway Is kept 
free of tho web. No insect can en- 
ter the house through any crack 
In the walls. 

Entomologists have -Identified 
the spider, which Is also found In 
the Florida everglades. Its webs, 
look as if they were made of ex- 
tremely delicate gold lace. The 
threads are sturdy* and can be 
woven Into cloth. Bed curtains 
made of them were a notable ex- 
hibit at the Paris Exposition. At 
that time an effort was made to 
"domesticate" this spider. Fe- 
males were kept In captivity — 
each in a separate compartment, 
for they would eat each other If 
allowed to mingle — and were fed 
on flies. Such a captive laid 500 
to 1,000 eggs a day.

Pickles Previous Year 

CHICAGO— Enough pickles were 
consumed in the past year to 
stretch from Philadelphia to Plnsk, 
and back to Papette a dozen times. 

The record 30V4 million cases of 
pickles eaten by Americans brings 
pickles up to the number two best 
seller spot among canned fruits 
and vegetables. And who's better 
than pickles? Only canned corn 
topped the pixilated cucumber in 
popularity. 

The present day consumption fig- 
ure Is a far cry Indeed from the 
early days of the pickle around 
the time of Cleopatra, reported to 
have been a strong pickle fan be- 
cause she felt they contributed to 
her beauty. 

Whether the sultry siren of the 
Nile rubbed them on her face or 
ale them Is not known. 

At any rate, statisticians have 
recorded an outstanding growth in 
pickle munching since then. In Cle- 
opatra's era, about 30 B.C., pickle 
consumption was very roughly fig- 
ured at 3,000 cases per annum. 
The current consumption In the 
U.S. represents an increase of ap- 
proximately 10,000 per cent.
